1. (Currently Amended) A portable extender adapted for use by a visiting 
nurse to access patient data stored in one or more implantable medical devices 
(IMDs), the extender comprising: 

means for positively identifying the visiting nurse; 

means for establishing a wireless data communication with the one or 
more IMDs in the patient; and 

means for downloading patient data from the one or more IMDs; 

a touch screen coupled to said means for identifying, said means for 
establishing and said means for downloading providing a user input 
to activate same b ei ng act i vatab le by a d i g i ta l contact m e ans w i th a 
scr ee n i ncorporat e d i n th e e xt e nd e r th e r e o f ; and 

computer implemented software for planning and organizing a daily 
schedule of patient visits for the visiting nurse among a plurality of 
patients . 

2. (Original) The extender of claim 1 wherein said wireless data 
communication means includes a telemetry system. 

3. (Currently Amended) The extender of claim 1 wherein said means for 
identifying i nc l ud e s on e of and a comb i nat i on is selected from a group consisting 
of a video cam, a voice recognition system , a digital signature recognition 
system , a biological/physiological sensor to pos i t i v el y i d e nt i fy th e v i s i t i ng nurs e 
and a ll ow acc e ss to I MD data v i a th e portab le e xt e nd e r . 
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4. (Currently Amended) The extender of claim 3 wherein said video cam is 
implemented to capture anatom i ca l images of the pat ie nt and/or th e nurse. 

5. (Currently Amended) The extender of claim 4 wherein said anatom i ca l 
images are transferred to a remote location. 

6. (Currently Amended) The extender of claim 5 wherein said anatom i ca l 
image transferred to said remote location is implemented to identify the nurse 
before allowing access to IMD data. 

7. (Original) The portable extender of claim 1 , further including a GPS 
system imbedded to enable the nurse to plot a most efficient sequence of visits 
to patients scheduled at a given time. 

8. (Currently Amended) The portable extender of claim 1 wherein said 
means for pos i t i v el y identifying includes means for comparing physical data 
i nc l ud i ng selected from a group consisting of fingerprint, facial, voice and iris data 
against a b i om e tr i cs data stored in the portable extender. 

9. (Original) The portable extender of claim 1 wherein data is transferred via 
a wireless communication link including one of a cellular and satellite system. 

1 0. (Currently Amended) A portable extender adapted for use by a visiting 
nurse to manage home-based care among a plurality of on e or mor e patients^ 
each patient having an IMD w i th on e or mor e I MDs wh e r ei n th e e xt e nd e r 
i nc l ud e s comput e r -i mp le m e nt e d softwar e to organ i z e , p l an and manag e th e 
v i s i t i ng nurs e 's sch e du le and pat ie nt e va l uat i on i nformat i on, th e portab le 
e xt e nd e r and comput e r i mp le m e nt e d softwar e i n comb i nat i on , comprising: 

means for downloading patient data a da il y sch e du le data for th e nurs e 
including patient location ; 
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means for downloading pat ie nt data from the IMDs; 
means for entering non-IMD medical data; aft4 

means for transferring the patient and medical e va l uat i on data to a remote 
location; 

means for storing, compiling and managing 

sa i d m e an for down l oad i ng a sch e du le , sa i d m e ans for down l oad i ng 
pat ie nt l ocat i on, sa i d m e ans for e nt e r i ng and sa i d m e ans for transf e rr i ng 
b ei ng i mp le m e nt e d i n th e portab le e xt e nd e r and th e softwar e hav i ng l og i c 
m e ans to stor e , comp ile and manag e a i d l ocat i on data, said patient data, 
said IMP data, and said non-IMD data and sa i d pat ie nt e va l uat i on data;

computer implemented software for planning and organizing a daily 
schedule of patient visits for the visiting nurse among a plurality of 
patients . 

1 1 . (Original) The combination of claim 1 0 wherein said means for 
downloading a daily schedule data includes one of IvDA, RF cellular and satellite 
link between the portable extender and a remote clinic/physician station. 

12. (Original) The combination of claim 1 0 wherein said means for 
downloading patient location includes an imbedded GPS system including 
software to calculate the most efficient sequence of patient visits scheduled for 
the nurse. 

1 3. (Original) The combination of claim 1 0 wherein said means for entering 
non-IMD medical data includes a data base where additional physiological data 
about the patient is entered and updated during the nurse's visit. 
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14. (Original) The combination of claim 1 0 wherein the software includes 
Medicare form generation data base, patient medication and pharmacist contact 
data base and physician expert contact/consulting data base.
